E find in the volume of divine revela- 
tion, the great Jehovah has condeſcend- 
ed to our weakneſs to make uſe of 
natural images, to ſet ſorth the riches 
and glory of his grace and ſalvation to us finners of 
the human race; for, were the ſpititual glories of 
the divine kingdom to be ſet before us in their own 
ſublime and heavenly nature, ſuch is the darkneſs of 
our minds, that we could not comprehend them, nor 
receive that ſpiritual joy; comfort and conſolation, 
which the Lord intended by them: and among the 
various metaphors, images, or emblems, that are ' 
made uſe of in the ſcripture, there are none more 
comfortable and delightful to a poor ſenſible finner 
than this before us; it gives us an idea of the te-

3, 44 What a glorious and un- 
ſpeakable precious feun/ain then is our Redeemer's 
blood, that is now ſet open in the goſpel for ſenſible 
| fioners, where they may by faith freely waſh and be 
: clean ſrom the guilt and defilement of fin! and 
| though innumerable multitudes of ſinners have b een 
Y cleanſed by this fouzrain, yet it remains as efficacious 
as at the firſt moment it was ofencd, and will as 
freely flow forevermore ; for by virtue of the hy- 
poſtatic union, it is emphatically called, the blood of 
God, AA: xx, 28. and it is infinitely and eternally 
meritorious to fave the loſt finner, and contains a

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folneſs to ſupply our every want, and a fulneſs of 
merit to pardon all our guilt, which can never < ff 
exhauſted, for it is pregnant with all the infinite 
worth and glory of the deity. 

O, then; what an encouragement is this for all the 
children of God, as well as for poor awakened fin- 
ners, under all their diflrefſes, fears, and guilt, to 
come to this bled fountain opened for them; for 
there is no guilt ſo diſtreſſing, no iniquity ſo heig- 
ous, no fin ſo contaminating, but this precious 
fountain of Chrift's blood will cleanſe therefrom ; 
« For the blood of Jeſus Chriſt his Son cleanſeth us 
« from all fin!” 1 Jes i. 7. and this is our only 
hope of pardon, peace, and ſalvation, And may 
we every moment experience its cleanſing virtue 
till we join the happy throng, who now © fing unto 
* him that has loved them and waſhed them from 
« their fins in his own blood,” Rev. i. 5. v. 10. 
vii. 14. Having thus explained the text, I ſhall 
endeavour to ſhew ſome of the excellent properties 
of this bleed feuntain. And, 

Firſt, This fountain is pregnant with all the in- 
conceivable riches of the Godhead, For the perſon, 
from whence this fountain flows, is no other than 
Jibevab Jeſur, God in our nature, the ſweet, the 
precious and adorable Emmanuel : therefore, all that 
the man Jeſus did and ſuffered was infinitely rich and 
me: itorious, and partook of all the ineffable glory 
and worth of the deity, which makes this 6/z/td

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Sorntain fo infinitely M and eternally efficacious 
Mor the ſpirituat life, Pumlom and ſalvation of loſt 
ſinners of the human race. And therefore, as I have 
already obſerved, this blood is emphatically called

Thirdly, This fountain has ever been flowing in 
its divine virtue and efficacy from the feundation of 
the world, and experienced by the children of God, 
For Adam, | humbly think was ſaved by this foun- 
tain of Chri/i's bleed, as made known to him in thet 
cvangelical | 
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brangetitat and ſoul-comſorting prbthile; ' «The 
« ſeed of the woman ſhall bruiſe the ſerpents bead," 
Gen, iii. 18. He ſelt the ſtreams of this divine f- 
tain, by faith ſweetly flowing to the peace, joy und 
eternal ſalvation of his ſoul; for this bleſſed fountain 
was typically ſet forth unto him in the blood of thoſe 
beaſts that were ſlain aſter his fall, with the ſkins of 
which he and Eve were cloathed, which ſkins em- 
blematically pointed out unto them the immaculate 
and everlaſting righteouſneſs of the Lord Jeſus, in 
which I humbly conceive, they, with all their re- 
deemed poſterity, do now, and will ſhine, in" che 
kingdom of God for ever and ever, And all the 
children of God, from Adam to this day, have ex- 
perienced the healing and eleanſing virtoe of this 
precious and glorious fountain of the bleod of Joan 


Abel ſaw it by faith through the ſacrifces he offered, 
which made them more pleafing than Cain's. Ara. 


bam by faith, ſaw the Meſſiah and his ſalvation, and 
rejoiced therein. Meſes wrote of him and ſang of his 
glory and falvation. And what could ſupport” and 
comfort David under a ſenſe of his heinoos fins of 
murder and adultery, but the healing and cleanſing 
virtue of this bleſſed fountain, ſet open for ſin and 
uncleanneſs? To this fountain he looked for pardon 
and cleanfing : Purge me, ſays he, with hyſop and 
« I ſhall be whiter than ſnow,” P/almli. 7. Not 
that hyſop could purge away his figs, nor all the

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hyſop was uſed under the legal diſpenſation te 
ſprinkle the blood of the covenant, as it was called, 
Exod. xxiv. 6, 7, 8. Heb. ix. 19, 20. It typic:lly 
pointed out to all the ſaints of God, under that 
cxconomy, the blood of Chriſt, the Lamb of God, 
_ called by the apoſtle, © T he blood of the everlaſting 
« covenant,” Heb. xiii. 20. which, as an overflowing 
fountain, did freely flow forth when Jeſus died on 
Mount Calvery for the ſpiritual life, pardon and 
compleat redemption of his people, unto which 
David looked, and by which he was cleanſed from 
his fins, and by which alone he was ** reſtored 
to the joy of God's ſalvation. 
And further, We may obſerve the glory and ex- 
cellency of this divine ſountain, as exemplified in the 
and ſalvation of a Manaſſab, a Magdalene, the 
the thief on the croſs, of a bloody perſecuting Saul, 
but afterwards a believing Paul; theſe all proclaim 
the glory and wofth of this bleſſed fountain, they all 
felt its healing abluent virtue and efficacy ; cleanſing 
them from the guilt and filth of ſin, to their peace, par- 
don, joy and compleat ſalvation; who are now praiſing 
the holy Jeſus, who waſhed them in the fountain of 
bis own bleed; ſaying, * Unto him that hath loved 
« us and waſhed us ſiom our fins in his own blood, 
« and made us kings and prieſts unto God, to him 
«+ be glory and dominion for ever and ever, Amen.” 
Feurthly, This fountain is an inexhauſtable one, for 
bowever other fountains may be exhauſted or dried

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op, yet this fountain of Je/a's bleed will ever be re- 
dundant, and flow for ever and ever in all its in- 
finite virtue and efficacy : for, as I have obſerved, it 
flows as free now as it did the firſt moment it was 
opened, and though millions have felt its divine 
all-cleanfing and healing virtue, and have been 
ſaved by it, yet this bleſſed fountain is as full of 
merit as it ever was and ever will be known, in all 
its rich and divine emanations, as long as there is 
one ele ſoul to be ſaved on earth, and in the celeſ- 
tial world to all eternity z and all the rich diſplays 
of Jehovah's' everlaſting love, grace, and mercy, 
which the ſaints will enjoy in heaven, will ſweetly 
flow through this fountain of Jeſu's blood; every 
bleſſing, every mercy, and all our joy and blifs 
will be, if I may ſo ſay, ſweetned by this blood of 
Jeſus ; and while we feel its glorious and foul-com- 
forting virtue, we ſhall be filled with love and 
praiſe to the adorable Jeſus, whoſe blood, like a 
redundant and exhilerating fountain, will ſecure our 
felicity eternally in heaven. 

Fifibly, This fountain is of a cooling and refreſh- 
ing nature; for what a fountain of water is to the 
body, this. fountain of Chris blood is to the ſoul, 
Does water cool and refreſh the weary traveller, and 
eſpecially in the eaftern countries, which were very 
hot and ſultry ? ſo does the blood of Chrift cool and re- 
freſh the finner's conſcience when applied by the holy 
Ghoſt through faith; for though the ſinner may feel

the fire of Mount Sinai, though the law may threaten 
to devour him as a conſuming fire, yet this bleed 
nume of Chriffs bleed does cool aud refreſh his 
ſoul, to which foun/ain the ſinner flies, and to his 
unſpeakable joy and comfort, feels its cooling, bes- 
ing and refreſhing virtue, and by the ſpirit's influence 
can ſay, through faitb, that © The blood of Jeſus 
« Chriſt cleanſeth him from all fin,” god. fills him 
with all joy and peace in believing, *. 

Sixtbly, this fountain is of a cleanfing and purify- 
jug vawre. Does water cleanſe the body ? ſo does 


the bed. of Chrift cleanſe and purify) the ſoul from 


all fin, 1 Jobs i. 7. And all the waſhings under the 
law prefigured the ſoul's being waſhed in the fountain 
of Chriff': blood, which perſectly cleanſeth the ſoul 
from every ſtain and defilement of fin ; and did not 
Naaman's being cleanſed, by bis waſhing in Jordan 
from his leproſy, 2 Kings v. 14. point out our being 
waſhed in this fountain of the Redeemer's blood, and 
cleanſed from the leproſy of fin, which had overſpread 
our ſouls, and made them as filthy, in a ſpiritual 
ſenſe, as the lepers under the law? But bleſſed be 
our adorable Emmanuel, his precious, his invaluable 
blood, like a rich fountain, perfeftly cleanſeth us 
from the guiſt and filth of fin, and makes our leprous 
ſouls as white as ſnow. From hence we ſee what a 
bleſſed foun/ain is the blood of our adorable Emma» 


nul, and what rich encouragement this is for- the 


chief of ſinners to look to this fountain, for peace, 
pardon 
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pardon and ſalvation ; for the finner that is made 
ſenſible of bis fin and uncleanveds of his guilt apd 
danger, may freely come to this %% fountain, and 
drink of its exhilerating and ſoul-chearing fireams, 
| for it was opened for fin aud for uncleanneſs, And, 
83 | have obſerved, there is no fin © heinous, no 
guilt ſo accumilated, and no iniquity ſo contaminat- 
ing, but this S fountain of Chri/?'s bleed will per- 
feQly cleanſe the finner thꝛreftom, by the applica- 
tion of the Holy Ghoſt. Then fear not, O ſoul, 
though thy fins may be of the moſt aggravating na- 
ture, though they may be as numerous as the ſand 
upon the ſea ſhore; yet, it the Holy Spirit hath con- 
from them, this /ountain of e/u's blood will perfectly 
eternally cleanſe thee from them, according to 
the declaration of Jehovah, a. i. 18. Come now

Pharpar, 2 Kings v. 12. namely, thy own doings 
(which are no better than glittering vices) to this 
precious foun/ain; yet, like him, if ever you are

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ſaved, you muſt come as a poor, loſt, hell-deſerving

But in the laſt place, How precious, how lovely 
and amiable is the Lord Jeſus Chriſt to the children 
of God, who have experienced the healing and all- .
